The Clerk of the Legislative Assembly read the following 
certificate which had been delivered to him by the Clerk of 
the Executive Council: 


To the Clerk of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of Alberta:

the Eleventh day of October, 1935, issued by His Honour the 
Lieutenant Governor and addressed to Francis Joseph Gough,

Edmonton, November 23rd, 1935. 


The Members, having been duly sworn in by His Honour 
the Lieutenant Governor, and having subscribed to the Roll 
containing the Oath on this date, took their seats. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the Assembly 
and took his seat on the Throne: 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Governor 
to inform you that he does not see fit to declare the causes of 
the summoning of the present Legislature of this Province until 
a Speaker of this Assembly shall have been chosen according 
to law; but today at the hour of 3:30 o’clock His Honour will 
declare the causes of the calling of this Legislature.” 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
Assembly. 


The Premier, The Honourable William Aberhart, address- 
ing the Clerk, nominated Nathan Eldon Tanner, Member for 
the Electoral Division of Cardston, to take the chair of this 
Assembly as Speaker, seconded by the Honourable John W. 
Hugill. 


The Clerk, having asked if any Honourable Member had 
another name to propose as Speaker, and no other name being 
proposed the Clerk of the Assembly then declared “‘that Nathan 
Eldon Tanner is duly appointed Speaker of this Legislative 
Assembly according to law’’. 


The Speaker retired, and re-entered the Assembly, robed 
accompanied by his Mover and Seconder, and standing on the 
upper step of the dais, thanked the Assembly for the honour 
conferred upon him in the following speech: 


“Honourable Members” 


“Permit me to express to you my appreciation of the high 
honour you have been pleased to confer upon me by electing 
me as your Speaker.” 


“T shall rely upon the loyal co-operation of all the Honour- 
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able Members to uphold me in maintaining the rules, orders and 
regulations and the best traditions of the Legislative Assembly.”’ 


The Speaker then took his seat and the Mace was placed 
on the table by the Sergeant-at-Arms. 


His Honour returned to the Assembly and took his seat on 
the Throne. 


Mr. Speaker then said: 


‘‘May it please your Honour, the Legislative Assembly have 
elected me as their Speaker, though I am but little able to 
fulfill the important duties thus assigned to me. If in the per- 
formance of those duties I should at any time fall in error I 
pray that the fault may be imputed to me and not to the 
Assembly, whose servant I am, and who, through me, the better 
to enable them to discharge their duty to their King and 
Country, hereby claim all their undoubted rights and privileges, 
especially that they may have freedom of speech in their de- 
bates and access to your person at all reasonable times; and 
that their proceedings may receive from you the most favour- 
able construction.”’ 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“T am commanded by His Honour the Lieutenant Gove. cor 
to declare to you that he freely confides in the duty and attach- 
ment of the Assembly to His Majesty’s person and Government 
and not doubting that their proceedings will be conducted with 
wisdom, temper and prudence he grants and upon all occasions 
will recognise and allow their constitutional privileges. 


“IT am commanded also to assure you that the Assembly 
shall have ready access to His Honour upon all suitable occasions 
and all their proceedings as well as their work and actions will 
constantly receive from him the most favourable construction.”’ 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the 
Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


This is the First Session of the Eighth Legislative Assembly 
of the Province of Alberta, and I assure you that I have every 
confidence that in our association together we shall be able to 
perform the important duties to which I now welcome you. 


We are meeting on this occasion under a cloud of great 
sorrow. The loss of our widely respected and greatly beloved 
Sovereign, George the Fifth, has caused wide-spread grief in 
our Province and throughout the Empire. A motion will be 
introduced voicing the sincerest sympathy of all our people to 
His Majesty, King Edward the Eighth, and his gracious Mother, 
Queen Mary, in their bereavement. May the God of Heaven 
comfort them. 


It is with feeling not less deep and sincere that the people 
of this Province, together with the other people of the British 
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Commonwealth, have acclaimed the accession of His Gracious 
Majesty King Edward VIII, who has a special place in our 
loyal affections. It is our earnest prayer that he may be blessed 
with long life and happiness and that under his reign the 
contentment and welfare of his people will. continue. 


Since the last Session of the Legislature His Excellency 
the Earl of Bessborough, whose visits we enjoyed, having 
completed his term of office as Governor-General of the Domin- 
ion, has now returned to the Motherland. The recent appoint- 
ment of His Excellency Baron Tweedsmuir as Governor-General 
of Canada has created decided satisfaction throughout the 
Province. Already he has won a warm place in our hearts. 
I am sure, as the elected representatives of the people of this 
Province, you would desire me to extend your cordial greetings 
to Baron and Lady Tweedsmuir and to express the hope that 
they may be able to visit Alberta this year. 


In surveying the events of the past year, special mention 
might be made of the Dominion-Provincial Conference held in 
Ottawa during the closing month of 1935, at which the various 
problems of the Provinces were reviewed and proposed solu- 
tions offered. We trust that this may prove to be the beginning 
of a unified attack upon the forces that to-day are tending to 
destroy our whole economic background. 


In entering upon your duties this Session, therefore, your 
attention will be directed to a full realization of the extent to 
which the general economic conditions of the world continue 
to affect all our people, both urban and rural, and to the fact 
that the depresson shows but little sign of abatement even 
after six years of devastating material and moral influence. 


Faced with the possibility of a still further decline in rey- 
enue as a result of these conditions, and of a greater demand 
for direct and agricultural relief caused by the hail and frost 
calamities affecting last year’s crop, the strictest economy will 
need to be enforced and the general scheme of taxation 
reviewed. 


My Government will need to make adequate provision for 
feed and seed to relieve the agricultural districts which suffered 
most heavily from weather conditions and crop failures last 
year. 


The careful administration of direct relief and a whole 
hearted encouragement of industry and private enterprise 
should also engage your closest attention. 


The economic reconstruction, which my Government has 
promised to undertake, presents many problems, the solution 
of which involves new conceptions of human rights and social 
justice. The meeting of these problems fearlessly and without 
sectional or political prejudice offers a challenge to Canadian 
democracy which has attracted world-wide attention. I am 
confident that the citizens of Alberta will support my Govern- 
ment in this endeavour. 


The two-year engagement of Major C. H. Douglas, of 
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London, England, as Reconstruction Economic Adviser by my 
former Government, will no doubt be used by my present Gov- 
ernment to advance the introduction and establishment of Social 
Credit principles within the Province. 


A measure leading to the formulation and adoption of a 
plan based upon the principles of Social Credit will be sub- 
mitted for your consideration. 


At a time like this, when the agricultural industry is faced 
with the serious problems of unusually low prices for farm 
products, and the adjustment and liquidation of private debts 
are bearing heavily on our farmers, it is fitting that you should 
be asked to take steps to stabilize the industry by improving 
the prices, enlarging the markets and reducing the overhead 
charges as far as practicable. 


The prevailing high rates of interest both of public and 
private indebtedness are matters of grave and general concern 
which occupy a prominent place in the deliberations of my 
Government. 


Some definite action should be taken by you through which 
capital may be made available to our citizens in building and 
rebuilding programmes in the towns and cities of our Province. 
Too many restrictions are interfering with capital investments. 


Some consideration will need to be given to the improve- 
ment of Public Health Services, notwithstanding the necessity 
for rigid economy due to falling revenues. Our Public Health 
programmes need revision. A general review of provincial 
hospitalization, municipal health contracts, and The Workmen’s 
Compensation Act will have the attention of my Government. 


In no sphere is there more need of careful legislation at this 
time than in that of Education. The reduced revenue resulting 
in decreased grants has made the maintenance of the schools, 
both elementary, secondary and University, most difficult. 


These hardships have undoubtedly impaired efficiency in 
many cases, and have seriously handicapped the introduction 
of the New Curriculum so necessary for progress and for the 
attainment of standards in keeping with the educational re- 
quirements of the times. Too many of the children of our Proy- 
ince have not had the opportunities for development that they 
should have and could have had without increased cost. 


My Government will, as soon as possible ,institute legis- 
lation for the efficient co-operation and co-ordination of Rural 
Schools. 


It is quite evident that the problem of caring for our high- 
ways and secondary roads needs careful supervision. Trans- 
portation regulations, licensing control and hard surfacing of 
main highways are questions that must be faced very definitely. 


The opening up and development of our vast resources, the 
encouragement of new industries, exploration and research in 
the extensive northern areas, together with the recovery and 
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rehabilitation of the Southern Irrigation Districts, present. sub- 
jects of profitable investigation on the part of my Government. 


A number of measures wll be brought before you dealing 
with matters of general importance and for the purpose of 
amending certain existing Statutes. A revision of the Statutes 
of the Province is overdue and must receive your immediate 
attention. 


Amongst other measures to be submitted for your consider- 
ation is a Bill providing for the Recall of Members of the 
Legislative Assembly. 


The Annual Reports of the various Departments of the 
Government will be submitted to the Assembly in due course. 


The Public Accounts of the last Fiscal Year and the Estim- 
ates of Expenditure for the coming year will be submitted for 
your consideration. These Estimates will reflect the most rigid 
economy compatible with the proper and careful administration 
of the Provnce until more favourable economic arrangements 
can be made under the policy of this Government. 


In the meantime the task which confronts my Ministers 
and to which your deliberations will be directed at this Session 
is to deal with the affairs of the Province in such a manner that 
no ill-considered action of to-day will jeopardize the welfare of 
the future. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session, with full 
confidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and 
responsibilities in the best interests of the general welfare of 
the people and I pray that Divine Providence will guide and 
bless your work. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the 
Assembly. 


The Honourable The Premier then said: 
Mr. Speaker: 


We feel very deeply grieved over the loss of our late Sov- 
ereign, His Majesty King George the Fifth. We sympathize 
most sincerely with our present beloved Monarch, King Edward 
the Eighth, and his gracious Mother, Queen Mary in their 
bereavement. 


May I respectfully request that the Members and friends 
here assembled should arise and remain silent while you, Sir, 
offer a prayer to God on behalf of our beloved King, the Queen 
Mother and all the Royal Family.” 


Mr. Speaker then read the following prayer to the Members 
of the Assembly: 


“O Lord God Almighty, who rulest the nations of the earth, 
we humbly beseech thee with thy favour to behold our Sover- 
eign Lord, King Edward, that in all things he may be led by 
thy guidance and protected by thy power. We pray thee also 
to bless our gracious Queen Mary, Albert Duke of York, the 
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Duchess of York, and all the Royal Family. Endue with wisdom 
the Governor-General of this Dominion, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernors of the Provinces, the Legislators of the Empire, and all 
who are set in authority over us; that all things may be so 
ordered and settled by their endeavours upon the best and surest 
foundations, that peace and happiness, truth and justice, re- 
ligion and piety, may be established among us all for genera- 
tions; through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.” 


Ordered, That the Honourable Mr. Aberhart have leave to 
introduce a Bill intituled “An Act Respecting the Demise of the 
Crown. 

He accordingly presented the said Bill and the same was 
received and read a First time, and 

Ordered, That the Bill be read a Second time tomorrow 
(Friday). 


Mr. Speaker informed the Assembly that in order to pre- 
vent mistakes he had obtained a copy of the Speech of His 
Honour the Lieutenant Governor, which was laid on the table. 


Mr. Speaker informed the Assembly that the Clerk of the 
Assembly had received from the Clerk of the Executive Council, 
lists of names of such Members as have been returned to serve 
in the Legislative Assembly as hereinbefore set forth. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Aberhart, seconded 
by the Honourable Dr. Cross: 

Ordered, That the Speech of His Honour the Lieutenant 
Governor to this Assembly be taken into consideration on Fri- 
day (tomorrow). 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Aberhart, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. Fallow: 

Ordered, That the Votes and Proceedings of this Assembly 
be printed, having first been perused by Mr. Speaker, and that 
he do appoint the printing thereof, and that no person but such 
as he shall appoint do presume to print the same. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Aberhart, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. Chant: 

Ordered, That the Select Standing Committee of this As- 
sembly for the present Session be appointed for the following 
purposes : 

On Privileges and Elections. 

On Public Accounts.

Which said several Committees shall severally be em- 
powered to examine and enquire into all such matters and 
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things as shall be referred to them by the Assembly and to 
report from time to time their observations and opinions there- 
on with power to send for persons, papers and records. 


On the motion of the Honourable Mr. Aberhart, seconded 
by the Honourable Mr. Cockroft:

Justice of Appeal upon application made within one 
month after the making of the Order, decision, rule or 
regulation sought to be appealed from or within such 
further time as the Judge under special circumstances 
shall allow, and upon notice to the Attorney-General or 
to the workman affected, as the case may require. 


(6) On the hearing of any appeal referred to in Sub- 
section 5 of this Section, no evidence other than the 
evidence which was submitted to the Board upon mak- 
ing of the Order, decision, rule or regulation appealed 
from shall be admitted except under special circum- 
stances, and the Court shall proceed to confirm or va- 
cate, either in whole or in part, the order appealed from 
and in the latter event shall refer the matter back to the 
Board for further consideration and redetermination, as 
directed in the Judgment of the Court. 


(7) Within fifteen days after leave to appeal shall have 
been obtained, the Appellant shall file with the Regis- 
trar of the said Court and shall serve on the Respondent 
a Notice of Appeal and thereafter the Registrar shall 
cause the said appeal to be set down for hearing, and 
the said appeal shall be heard and disposed of by the 
said Court as speedily as practicable. 


(8) An appeal under this section may be made by any 
workman to whom this Act applies or by the Attorney- 
General. 


(9) There shall be no costs of such appeals, provided 
that in any case where a workman has appealed the costs 
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of preparing the evidence for the appeal may, if the 
Board so directs, be deducted from the compensation, 
if any, payable to such workman under this Act. 


(10) The Consolidated Rules of Supreme Court of Al- 
berta relating to appeals shall, subject to the provisions 
of this Act, mutatis mutandis apply to such appeals.’ ”

(3) A workman who has submitted himself to examina- 
tion by a medical referee under this Act shall be immed- 
iately provided by the Board with a copy of the Certifi- 
cate of the Medical referee performing such examina- 
tion.

the matters certified. In case either the Board or the 
workman shall neglect or refuse to appoint a medical 
referee, and in case the medical referee first appointed 
shall at the request of the party appointing him proceed 
with such examination as provided in Sub-section 4 
hereof, such medical referee shall examine such work- 
man and shall certify to the Board as to the condition 
of the workman and his fitness for employment, specify- 
ing where necessary the kind of employment and if un- 
fit, the cause of such unfitness and his certificate, unless 
the Board otherwise directs shall be conclusive as to the 
matters certified. 


(6) The Board shall pay the fees and expenses of each 
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member of any such committee of medical referees in 
the same manner as if the members of such committee 
had been appointed by the Board in the first instance.’ ”’
